What the declaration means is, 
that the shelf life of the product 
(mostly edible) is six months from 
the date of manufacture, after which 
it will become stale and unfit for 
consumption. Supposing the date 
of manufacture stamped on the 
product is 15th December 09, it 
must be purchased and used up 
before 15th June 2010, The key 












words in the declaration are 
before’ and ‘from’ 
which should be
